Whether Dr. Talluiaii got what he wanted 


or wanted what he got, or whether he want 
ed anything, are still open questions. Some 
wko heard him claim he wante < a higher tax 
rate, others that a lower tax rate was wlm 
he was after, while still others claim in al 
seriousness that the doctor wished to abolish 
the tax altogether, and jcarry the borough 
along on wind like a kite. The only Ihingi 
certain are that the doctor either wanted 
something or didn't want anything, am 
that he either got it or didn't get it. 


He was heard to make an intelligible re- 


mark after adjournment, howeTer. 
He stat- 


ed positively that his term as councilman had 
nearly expired, and that they wouldn't gat 
him back there again, either. 


Now, 
when the doctor speaks that way 


those who know him best, judging from past 
experience, think he is indulging in that vo- 
cal jmstim'epopularly called "talking through 
his hat." 
If, however, the doctor really 


means business, and the duties and honors 
of councilmanic life sit too heavily upon 
him, it may not be out of place to suggest 
that his health might be improved by resign- 
ing now, aud while such action would be a 
severe blow to the municipality, its citizens 
would endeavor to bear it manfully. 


Tiillytown has made no attempt at rapid 


improvement by means of high taxes or the 
issue of bonds, preferring rather a more 
gradual development, by judiciously spend- 
ing a small amount annually and levying a 
low rate of taxation and keeping out of debt. 
Under a two-mill rate it has gradually gotten 
out of the mud into which the township al- 
lowed it to remain, and while still better 
streets are desirable, they will come in time 
even with a two mill rate. 
As it is, the bor- 


ough streets are much better than the roads 
of the surrounding townships. The tax rate 
has always been lower than that of the adja- 
cent townships, and the difference will be 
still greater this year as two neighbors, 
Bristol township and Falls township, have 
just increased their tax rales.

THE TAX RATE. 


Council will meet nest Monday evening. 


It v. ill be an important meeting from the 
fact that the tax-rate will be then fixed and 
the nppropriations to the various committees 
maOo for the fiscal year. 


It is probable that the rale will be 75 cents 


on the one hundred dollars valuation. That 
has been the rate for a number of years, and 
the amount raised appears tov cover the ne- 
cessities of tho borough without any particu- 
lar amount of extravagance being indulged 
in. 
An effort was made last year to reduce 


the mte but it did not find favor in the eyes 
of the members of council, and at (he end of 
the j ear it was seen that any smaller amount 
of funds in Ihe hands of council would have 
been insufficient, provided the work of the 
permanent impiovement of the streets was 
kept up, after the manner of former years. 


Tho 75 cent tax-rate gives the borough 


about ?18,000.00. Of this amount the Strjet 
committee generally gels, for the improve- 
ment of the streets and for their lighting, 
nearly $10,000. It is to be presumed that 
tho committee will get about the same amount 
this year. The streets that will probably be 
treated this year will bo Walnut street, a 
portion of Wood street, and a part of Pond 
street 
Gradually the streets of tho borough 


are getting in good shape, and if the present 
policy is pursued for a few years more Bris- 
tol will have all her streets well paved and 
•well lighted, and thus bo a credit to the 
town

Tho matter of lighting the streets by are
